The Past, Present, and Future 


N May 10 seventy-one years ago at Promontory, Utah, a 

700-mile railroad was born. This was the Central Pacific, 
western fink of the first transcontinental railroad. Nurtured in 
a hardy pioneer environment, this lusty Central Pacific infant 
fairly leaped out of its swaddfing clothes. In less than 20 years 
it had become the Southern Pacific Company, the nation’s most 
expansive railroad system with freight and passenger services 
spanning the continent by rail and water. 

During those two decades the youthful enterprise laid a solid 
foundation on which to build a life of public service, and on it 
depended the early development and future progress of a vast 
western empire. 

Conceived during an era when western pioneers eagerly 
awaited a railroad that would connect them with the eastern 
states, Southern Pacific quickly responded to the transportation 
needs of their territory. This sense of responsibility was never 
more alive than it is today; and on this anniversary it is appro- 
priate that Southern Pacific men and women look back over 
the years of accomplishments that have kept theit railroad in 
the front rank of the transportation industry as an efficient, 
dependable, friendly institution. 

To begin with, Southern Pacific built its lines largely into 
virgin, sparsely settled regions, paving the way for cultivation 
of fertile valleys and the founding of great industries. Califor- 
nia’s prolific central valleys of today, as an example, were vir- 
tually a wilderness before being tapped by the railroad, and 
many of the townsites staked out by the railroad in its infancy 
are now prosperous cities.

It has in operation 
more air-conditioned cars than any other railroad west of the 
Mississippi; its four luxurious Daylights are the most beautiful 
and heaviest traveled stceamliners in the world; its variety of 
passenger trains cater to the de luxe or economy-minded 
traveler; and its speedy, modernized freight services fit into the 
tempo of today’s business requirements. To all of this is added 
the thoughtful, personal attentiveness of employes that gives 
sincerity to the slogan—“Your Friendty Railroad.” 

Men and women of Southern Pacific not only have a rich 
heritage and rightful pride in the present-day progressiveness 
of their company, but they can look forward with confidence to 
even greater a¢complishments for Southern Pacific.

Whe Gave the Golden Spihe? 


OWN through the years the dra- 

matic story of the building of the 
first transcontinental railroad has been 
told variously in prose, verse, lyric and 
art; always climaxing in the driving of 
the famous Last Spike at Promontory on 
May 10, 1869. 

That historic epic is now legend, but 
few there are who know where the Last 
Spike came from, or through whose gen- 
erosity and foresight there was left to 
posterity this symbol of one of the West's 
Sreatest achievements. 

The man responsible was David 
Hewes, one of California’s '49ers, who 
had become a prominent, public spirited 
and wealthy contractor of San Francisco 
long before the SP founders had com- 
pleted their railroad. He introduced the 
steam shovel—known then as a Steam 
Paddy; graded many of the city’s streets, 
leveled some of the hifls, and filled in 
large areas that now border San Fran- 
cisco’s waterfront as far back as Mont- 
gomery Street. 

Five years before SP’s parent, the old 
Central Pacific, started its construction 
at Sacramento in 1863, David Hewes had 
championed the cause of a railroad to

the Pacific Coast by having printed on his 
letterhead: “The Atlantic & Pacific Rail- 
toad, the Immediate Want of the Age and 
the People.” So when the railroad actually 
became a reality he promptly evidenced 
his gratification by offering to donate a 
Last Spike of pure Mother-Lode gold. 

There were other “last spikes” pre- 
sented at the ceremony—from Nevada, 
Arizona, Idaho, Montana — but the 
Hewes’ spike, presented in the name of 
California, alone became immortal. All 
the spikes of precious metal were given 
places of honor in the holes prepared for 
them in the polished California laure! 
tie; also a ‘silver-headed spike maul was 
donated by the Pacific Union Express Co. 

Used in the actual “stunt of finally 
connecting the rails of the Central Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific, was an ordinary 
iron spike and hammer specially pre- 
pared so that their contact sent a click, 
click, click over the telegraph wires to 
be heard throughout the nation. 

David Hewes was 94 when he died in 
1915, leaving, among other evidences of 
an indomitable spirit, the first fireproof 
skyscraper to arise in San Francisco from 
the ashes of the 1906 fire.

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Loss and Damage Affects Rail Jobs, 
General Manager Points Out 


Following are remarks made by Gen- 
eral Manager L. B. McDonald March 
14 at Los Angeles meeting of the 

Pacific Coast Transportation Advi-~ 

sory Board pledging SP’s cooperation 
in the campaign to reduce loss and 
damage to freight: 
d bee railroads are glad to contribute 

their efforts to this nationally or- 
Zanized campaign to prevent waste by 
reducing opportunities for loss of and 
damage to freight and join in sincere 
effort with shippers and receivers of 
freight in making the coming “Perfect 
Shipping and Careful Handling" drive 
the most successful to date. 

‘We should and do have a primary in- 
terest in the safe and prompt handling of 
goods entrusted to our care and to the 
shipper and consignee promise our very 
best efforts to that end. 

I think I may correctly describe “our” 
interest as a primary interest for the 
reason that losses and damage for which 
we are responsible result not only in 
direct cash outlays for which there is no 
compensation, but often impair our re- 
lations with our patrons, due to our 
failure to properly perform a service that 
is our sole function in the transaction 
between the shipper and consignee. 

With the vast changes and improve- 
ments in transportation during the past 
20 years, there should be a comparable 
improvement in our record for loss and 
damage to freight, but I remind my 
railroad associates that our record in that 
respect has not, in my opinion, kept pace 
with improvements in transportation fa- 
cilities. 


Average 12-Year Loss 


While freight loss and damage pay- 
ments per revenue car loaded declined 
from $2.35 in 1921 to 68 cents in 1938, 
and about the same for 1939, the pay- 
ments per revenue car from 1926 to 
1938 ranged from a low of 52 cents in 
1933-1934 to a high of 76 cents in 
1930, with an average for the 12 years of 
64 cents per revenue car, compared with 
68 cents in 1938. 

There ate, of course, many factors that 
enter into this comparison and I do not 
wish to express a pessimistic view; never- 
theless, there is much to do if we hope to 
improve or maintain our past record. 

The increased speed that has been ac- 
corded transportation by rail should con- 
tribute to safer handling in that cars are 
moved through to destination with mini- 
mum handling at terminals; however, 
there is the factor of preparation of the 


_ Shipment for movement, particularly LCL 


by proper crating, bracing and stowing, 
that if not properly done may offset the 
advantages gained by reducing the han- 
diing of cars enroute. 

In looking over reports of activities 


of the Committee in Freight Claim Pre- 
vention, for the past two years, I notice 
reference is made in some of the-meet- 
ings to recommendations for ‘Improved 
Crating and Containers,” ‘'Standardiza- 
tion of Inspection, Preparation and Cer- 
tification of Cars for Certain Kinds of 
Loading,” "Study of Commodity Load- 
ing,” “Proper Inspection and Reports of 
Damage to Automobiles,” “Reducing 
Damage to Shipments Stopped in Transit 
for part Unloading — Restoration of 
Proper Bracing,” “Shippers Should Make 
Early Delivery of LCL Freight to Rail- 
roads to Prevent Congestion at Closing 
Hour,” and a number of similar recom- 
mendations looking toward an improve- 
ment in freight handling. 

With these, and other recommenda- 
tions of the Committee, the railroads 
promise full cooperation, believing that 
efforts to prevent loss of and damage to 
freight to be- successful must have the 
cooperation of shipper, carrier and con- 
signee. 


Watch Every Detail 


To the railroad men present I wish to 
suggest that our job in connection with 
this subject is a real one, including every 
detail, from the time a car is ordered, or 
a shipment is tendered for delivery to 
the freight station, until it is in the pos- 
session of the consignee. It includes the 
proper handling and filling of orders, 
right kind of car, correct billing, prompt 
movement after loading, careful handling 
enroute and ‘at terminals and finally 
until it is brought to rest on delivery 
track at destination. Every railroad em- 
ploye participating in these various 
transactions has a definite part t> play in 
the program of perfect shipping and 
careful handling campaign. 

On behalf of our friends the shippers 
and consignees and the customers whom 
we may serve, I solicit your full cooper- 
ation. To accomplish the desired results 
we must take a personal interest in our 
work; we should regard ourselves as 
salesmen, bearing in mind that if the 
customer is not satisfied he may go 
elsewhere to trade and we lose the 
business. That loss might not affect you 
in your job personally or me in mine, but 
to the railroad we serve and to others 


“who look to the railroad for employment 


and to the large number of people who 
receive 46 cents out of every dollar the 
railroad takes in, it is a loss nevertheless, 
the sum total of which is a distinct loss 
to many. a : 

Let's all put our shoulder to the wheel 
and make this occasion of Perfect Ship- 
ping and Careful Handling Campaign 
the beginning of a record that will sur- 
pass any of previous years, 


HARVEY S. MUDD 


New Director of S P 


LFARVEY S. MUDD, elected a di- 
tector of Southern Pacific Con: 
pany at the stockholders’ meeting April 
3, is a westerner by bicth and by resi- 
dence. He was born in Leadville, Colo., 
August 30, 1888, and is a resident of 
Los Angeles. 

Mr. Mudd entered Stanford University 
in 1906, later transferring to Columbia, 
where he graduated as a mining engineer 
in 1912. He entered the mining field at 
Bisbee, Arizona. He is president ot 
Cyptus Mines Corporation, a director of 
Texas Gulf Sulphur Co., Calaveras Ce- 
ment Co., and trustee of the Pacific Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. He is also a 
director of the American Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgical Engineers, a 
member of the Mining and Metallurgical 
Society of America, and the Society of 
Coloniat Wars. During the former World 
‘War he was assistant secretary of the 
War Minerals Committee. 

Mr. Mudd's activities extend far be- 
yond his primary business interests in the 
field of mining. He and members of his 
family have made substantial contribu- 
tions to educational, cultural and philan- 
thropic institutions, largely in southern 
California, He is a trustee and member 
of the Executive & Finance Committee 
of California Institute of Technology and 
chairman of the Board of Fellows of 
Claremont College. His family has given 
two buildings to educational institutions, 
one for the School of Philosophy at the 
University of Southern California and 
another for the Department of Geology 
at the California Institute of Technology. 
He is a member of the Advisory Board of 
Huntington Library, trustee of the South- 
west Museum at Los Angeles, and 2 di- 
rector of the Community Chest.

PERCY SLATER HONORED BY FRIENDS 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC career that 
began as a freight brakeman at 
Yuma on November 4, 1900, terminated 
for Percy Slater on March 31 when he 
fetired as assistant to general manager. 
Born in England in 1872, he was 11 
years old when his parents moved their 
home to Kansas City. There he finished 
school and fos a few years worked on 
the mechanical side of the Kansas City 
Journal, The printing industry held little 
charm for young Slater, so he went to 
Lafayette, Indiana, and became a passen- 
gee brakeman for the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis & Louisville, popularly known as 
the Monon Line (Indian name for “fast 
running”). After seven years with that 
railroad he visited Tucson on a leave of 
absence and liked the Arizona country so 
well that he took a job with Southern 
Pacific. 

First a brakeman and then a freight 
conductor between Yuma and Gila Bend, 
Mr. Slater was promoted to terminal 
trainmaster at the latter point in 1907. 
Two years later he became trainmaster 
with headquarters at Yuma, and in 1915 
was transferred to the same position on 
the Coast Division at San Jose, Then fol- 
lowed seven years as assistant superin- 
tendent on the San Joaquin Division, and 
in 1923 Mr. Slater came to the general 
office, first as supervisor of wage sched- 
ules, then as special representative of the 
general manager, and since Feb, 1932 had 
been assistant to general manager. 

During recent years Mr. Slater’s duties 
brought him wide acquaintance outside 


the railroad family, and many were the 
felicitations sent him from persons every- 
where on Pacific Lines. 

At a banquet in his honor at Hotel 
St. Francis in San Francisco the evening 
of April 6, Mr. Slater had opportunity to 
visit many associates with whom he rail- 
roaded at various points down through 
the years, as well as with many friends 
outside the railroad. A featured event of 
the evening was a skit founded on Mr. 
Slater's SP service. (See description 
under center picture.) In addition to a 
large five-chime Westminster hall clock, 
he was presented with a small motion 
picture camera and projector, together 
with a colored movie that recorded hap- 
penings during the dinner, including a 
parade of the guests before the camera.

Agent Bertha Fou Ends SP Career 
Dating from Wesd- Burner Days 


“PPITY , THREE years, and they 
seemed like three,” mused Mrs. 
Bertha G. Fox, looking back over her 
Jong railroad career which ended when 
she retired ast month as station agent 
at Broadway Burlingame. Her record for 
the longest service of any woman ever 
retired by Southern Pacific may be a na- 
tional distinction as well. 

At seventeen, she announced to her 
family that she had left school to be a 
tailroader, Over half a century later she 
called the Burlingame Fire Department 
to carry her from her storm flooded home 
so that she could report on time for her 
last day with the railroad; a fitting climax 
for a woman who had tackled and mas- 
tered many a man-sized job as ticket 
clerk, telegraph operator and station 
agent. 

In 1886, Mrs. Fox started her eventful 
career as agent at Cornwall (Pittsburg, 
Cal.). Even today she vividly remembers 
her blushing embarrassment when the 
Wells Fargo messengers would speak to 
her. She opened Southern Pacific's first 
station at Pacific Grove in 1889, and at 
San Martin in 1895. From San Martin 
she went to Gilroy and then Hillsdale 
(now Lick). At Lick, a planned robbery 
of her station was broken up before it 
took place; and the earthquake of 1906 
wrecked her telegraph batteries, “almost 
scaring me to death,” as she says, In 1908 
she took over the agency at Burlingame, 
where one of her baggagemen was T. 
Louis Chess, now district passenger agent 
at San Francisco. Five years later she 
moved to San Mateo as ticket clerk, for 
her longest service in one: place, 18 
years, and then to Broadway Burlingame 
in 1931 until her recent retirement, 

She has watched the growth of a great 
railroad from its earliest days and often 
speaks of the development of the indus- 
try when she compares the tiny wood- 
burning engines and little old wooden 
cars of the past to the mighty streamlined 
Daplights that now pass her Broadway 
Burlingame station.

S49. Ray Auto Ferry Off on Recard 
Cruise te South America 


EVER aut of San Francisco Bay, the 
SP-Golden Gate auto ferry Yosemite 
steamed bravely through the Golden Gate 
on April 16 and headed out to sea on a 
9000-mile voyage that will be the long- 
est sea trip made by a ferry boat in mari- 
tume history. 

After nearly 17 years’ service on the 
various SPGG routes, the steamer was 
sold to the Argentine-Uruguayan Navi- 
gation Touring Co. and will spend the 
remainder of her life plying a 30-mile 
course across the Plata River between 
Buenos Aires and Colonia, Uruguay, con- 
necting with a new highway leading to 
Montevideo, where the German battle- 
ship Graf Spee was scuttled. 

Rechristened the Argentina, and with 
a large flag of the new parent country 
painted on her sides, the steamer had 
been stoutly trussed and buttressed to 
make her seaworthy. Lower deck open- 
ings fore and aft were boarded up, as 
were also the windows, and an enlarged 
cabin deck built around the pilot house, 
One propeller and shaft to the engine 
was removed, converting the ferry into 
a sea-going “one-way” schooner. Radio 
and wireless were installed, also extra 
tanks for oil and water,

How can Southern Pacific's westbound 
“Californian,” on the Chicago-Los An- 
geles cun, arrive in Yuma, Arizona, 
today and leave yesterday? 

That's right—it's because Yuma is 
the beginning and end of a time zone, 
and westbound travelers must set back 
their watches one hour. 

So, then, the “Californian” rolls into 
Yuma at 12:35 am., Mountain Time, 
on Sunday, say; stops 15 minutes, and 
departs at 11:50 p.m., Pacific Time, 
Saturday! 


Captain Eduardo M. Saez, the ship's 
master, had been in San Francisco seven 
months handling the transaction and 
making preparations for the voyage. As 
a crew he had one officer, sixteen sailors 
from the Uruguayan Navy, and two 
Americans. He expected to maintain an 
average speed of ten knots and said the 
trip would take two to three months. 
Ports of call were to include San Pedro, 
Manzanillo, Mex.; Colon, Canal Zone; 
Port of Spain, Trinidad; Pernambuco 
and Rio De Janeiro, Brazil; and then 
Montevideo. 

Richard W’. Dyer, son of Agent E. L. 
Dyer of Richmond and recently con- 
nected with East Bay newspapers, sailed 
with the Argentina. He will make a 
photographic history of the voyage and 
states that several national picture maga- 
zines have indicated their interest'in re- 
viewing his account of the novel trip. 
He plans to remain in South America for 
at least a year. In a wire to his father, 
young Dyer said the ferry would reach 
Salina Cruz, Mexico, for fueling on 
April 28. 

The old “Yosemite” was launched by 
the Union Iron Works of San Francisco 
in 1923, and is a sister ship to the auto 
ferries “Shasta” and “San Mateo.” 


Operating Resulis 


VOR the three months ended March 
31, 1940, Railway Operating Rev- 
enues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $51,088,209, or 
$3,887,877 more than the revenues for 
the same period of 1939; an 8% increase, 
During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $40,334,746, or 
$2,955,127 more than the expenses for 
the same period last year; an 8% increase. 
After deducting tax accruals of $4,- 
$56,106, and net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities totaling 
$2,837,457, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $3,359,900, or 
$413,114 more than the net railway 
operating income for the first three 
months of 1939; a 14% increase. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on bonds 
and equipment trust notes in the hands 
of the public, and other fixed charges. 
For the two months endéd February 29, 
1940, the final result was a Net Loss of 
$2,267,052, which compates with a net 
loss of $3,257,012 for the first two 
months of 1939, No dividends have been 
paid since January, 1932. The final re- 
sults for the three-months period of 1940, 
not available as the Bulletin goes to press, 
will be shown in the next issue.

J. J. Jordan, will place 
the golden spike that will complete the 
main line in the “O" gauge (Y4-inch 
scale) railroad set up in the Club Rooms 
at Thitd & Townsend Streets, the night 
of May 10. Running of the Noon Day- 
light and Overnight will also be re- 
enacted. Don Thompson will describe 
both events over a National Broadcasting 
Company hookup. 

San Francisco Model Railroad Club is 
justly proud of its miniature railroad that 
has 1200 feet of track, 57 switches and 
turnouts, eight passing tracks, on double 
cross-over, buildings and scenic back- 
ground, SP model trains used at the Fair 
will be in operation as well as individual 
members’ equipment. 

Kenneth M. Adams, chairman of the 
show committee, announces that admis- 
sion to the Friday night activities is by 
invitation only, but that the exhibition 
will be open to the general public, both 
Saturday and Sunday, May 11 and 12.

SP Is 32 Years Old at Roseville 


OSEVILLE had a birthday on April 18. The anniversary didn't arouse a civic celebration, 

but it did provoke much reminiscing among railroaders. Many now working at the busy 
SP terminal remember well that day in Rocklin back in 1908 when the railroad picked up its 
equipment and offices, men and women, and moved jour miles west to Roseville, where level 
country permitted growth and expansion, © Two of these old-timers, Ass’t Gen’! Yardmaster 
Jake Pfosi and Yardman Henry Williams are shown below (left and right) telling “Bulletin” ** 
Correspondent “Sparky” Heitbron about Rocklin when it was a bustling railroad town and 
Roseville was but a placid farming village where most trains stopped only on signal. @ Those 
were “good old days,” say these veterans of the Rocklin era, but quickly assert their pride in 
the Roseville terminal of today, They contrast the small Rocklin roundhouse and wood-burning 
locomotives (sight, early 70s) with the two 32-stall Roseville roundhouses where are housed 
(below) the giant cab-in-front locomotives; and point to the miles of yard track, mammoth 
stock corrals, PFE’s largest ice plant in the world, and huge car shops, some 1700 SP and PFE 
employes with $3,117,160 annual payroll; all concentrated on the big job of moving traffic 
smoothly through one of the West’s largest terminals, and playing a vital part in community life. 


ROCKLIN YARD FORCES were elated with the two new 6-wheel switchers that made car handling 
a bit easier at the old foothill terminal, where a one per cent grade really gave the switchmen some use 
for their clubs. In picture above taken during 1905 are, left to right: Yardman Tommy Notch (bottom),

WOOD-LBURNERS gave the early-day firemen a real workout on a trip over the 
Sterra. On the 82-mile run from Rocklin (top, wood piled high at roundhouse) to 
Summit, he would toss into the firebox of a 10-wheel Rogers of the 1885 vintage 
about 16 cords of wood (a pile of two-foot logs, 4 feet wide, 4 feet high, and 128 fect 
long). Coal was then burned only to a limited extent on valley runs. Use of oi! for 
locomotive fuel began after first successful experiments in 1894,

This wreck was caused by some person or persons maliciously tampering with the track, on 4 curve near a bridge over the 
Humboldt River. The track spikes and angle bars connecting two rails at a joint in the track were removed by the vandals.’ ‘The re- 
ceiving rail of the joint was moved toward the center of the track a distance of four and five-eighths inches, then spiked to the ties in 
this misplaced position. i 

~ When the “CITY OF SAN FRANCISCO" reached the point where the rail had been misplaced, it was derailed, Several cars:in the 
train struck and demolished the bridge over the Humboldt River, causing the cars and the ateel bridge structure to fall into the River, 
bringing death and injury to a total of one hundred and forty-one peraons on this train,

the left shoulder, as shown in the rear view of this jacket.. The atitch used is similar.to that used on baseballs. “Note the stitching 
on cach sleeve of this brown jacket, from the elbows to the wrists, This is a running stitch, evenly spaced and neatly finished.
